Madam  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  statutorily  required  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  conditions  pertaining  to  the  Borough  during  the 
year  1957. 

Population 

The  Registrar-General’s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  population  in 
1957  was  33,840,  an  increase  of  980  in  the  course  of  the  preceding  twelve 
months.  Of  this  total,  natural  increase  (i.e.  excess  of  births  over 
deaths)  contributed  264,  while  the  balance  of  716  was  derived  from 
migration  into  the  Borough. 

Births 


The  number  of  live  births  registered  in  1957  was  590,  virtually 
the  same  number  as  in  1956,  thus  sustaining  the  higher  level  of  repro- 
duction which  became  apparent  in  that  year. 

The  crude  birth  rate  was  17.43  per  thousand  population,  from 
which  was  derived  an  adjusted  birth  rate  of  16.73  by  application  of  the 
Registrar-General’s  comparability  factor.  The  birth  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  was  16.1  per  thousand  population. 

The  number  of  illegitimate  births  increased  slightly  to  22.  The 
proportion  of  illegitimate  live  births  at  3.73  per  cent,  presented  the  same 
level  as  in  1951. 

Deaths 


The  total  number  of  deaths  of  persons  normally  domiciled  in  the 
Borough  was  318.  This  second  successive  appreciable  fall  in  the  num- 
ber of  deaths  coincident  with  an  increasing  population,  resulted  in  a 
crude  mortality  rate  of  9.4  per  thousand  population,  which  is  the  lowest 
level  recorded  in  the  last  thirty  years.  The  adjusted  death  rate  of 
10.52  continues  to  be  at  a lower  level  than  the  death  rate  of  England 
and  Wales  at  11.5  per  thousand  population. 

Deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  increased  sharply  to 
20,  as  compared  with  1956.  The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  34  per 
thousand  live  births  is  consequently  well  above  the  national  level  of  23. 

Still  births  maintained  a similar  level  to  1956,  the  rate  per 
thousand  live  and  still  births  being  21.56.  The  corresponding  figure 
for  England  and  Wales  was  22.4. 
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Infectious  Diseases 

With  the  exception  of  measles  which  was  again  moderately 
prevalent,  the  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  was  light. 

Diphtheria  was  again  absent  and  poliomyelitis  represented  by 
only  one  case. 

Protective  inoculation  against  poliomyelitis  made  but  little 
progress  during  the  year,  but  established  procedures  in  respect  of  small- 
pox, whooping  cough,  diphtheria  and  tuberculosis  were  maintained.

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Classification  of  the  Causes  of  Death 

In  the  Table  on  page  9,  male  and  female  deaths  have  been 
allocated  to  the  various  causes  according  to  the  Short  List  of  the 
Registrar-General,  and  the  total  deaths  of  each  cause  further  analysed 
into  age  groups,  and  according  to  the  Ward  in  which  they  were 
domiciled. 

Age  at  Death 

Of  the  total  of  318  deaths  : 

129  i.e.  41  per  cent,  occurred  in  persons  75  years  and  over. 

217  i.e.  68  per  cent,  occurred  in  persons  65  years  and  over. 

264  i.e.  83  per  cent,  occurred  in  persons  55  years  and  over. 

286  i.e.  90  per  cent,  occurred  in  persons  45  years  and  over. 

Of  the  remaining  32  deaths  between  the  ages  of  0-45,  20  occurred 
in  the  first  year  of  life  and  12  between  the  first  and  forty-fifth  year. 

There  were  16  fewer  deaths  than  in  1956.  The  fluctuation 
within  the  age  groups  involved  an  increase  of  11  in  infant  deaths,  14 
fewer  deaths  at  55-65,  15  fewer  deaths  over  the  age  of  75,  with  lesser 
balancing  variations  in  the  intermediate  age  groups.  Infant  deaths 
are  further  considered  later  in  the  report.  Mortality  at  55-65,  which 
was  heavy  in  1956,  has  reverted  to  below  average  level,  while  that  at 
65-75  remains  at  a fairly  high  level.  Over  the  age  of  75  mortaUty  is 
again  below  the  average  level  of  1953-55. 

Principal  Causes  of  Death 

The  principal  causes  of  death  in  the  population  as  a whole,  in- 
cluding those  normally  domiciled  within  the  Borough,  but  who  died 
away  from  home,  e.g.  in  hospital,  are  shown  in  the  table  below,  together 
with  the  corresponding  figures  for  the  seven-year  period  1947-53.

In  the  45-55  group,  while  the  total  number  of  deaths  was  rela- 
tively low,  the  proportion  of  deaths  due  to  cancer  was  exceptionally 
high.  Distributed  equally  numerically  between  the  sexes,  they  were 
responsible  for  seven  of  the  9 female  deaths,  as  compared  with  7 of  the 
13  male  deaths. 

Between  55-65,  heart  disease  and  cancer  were  unremarkable, 
but  respiratory  diseases  tended  to  be  a little  higher  and  intra-cranial 
vascular  lesions  a little  lower  than  usual. 

Heart  disease  and  cancer  played  a more  dominant  role  in  the 
65-75’s,  while  the  incidence  of  intra-cranial  vascular  lesions  was  less. 

Over  the  age  of  75,  the  only  exceptional  feature  was  a low 
incidence  of  cancer.

The  death  of  20  infants,  yielding  an  infant  mortahty  rate  of 
33.9  per  1,000  live  births  stands  in  sharp  contrast  to  the  record  low 
mortality  of  15.3  in  1956. 

From  the  table  above,  it  will  be  apparent  that  the  vast  majority 
of  these  deaths  arose  from  causes  originating  before  birth,  thus  repeating 
the  experience  of  1954,  when  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  33.2  resulted 
from  similar  causes.

With  a continuing  relatively  high  birth  rate  and  low  death  rate, 
the  natural  increase  in  the  population  is  progressive.  Movement  of 
population  into  the  Borough  again  increased  by  a similar  amount  to  the 
previous  period. 
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SECTION  II 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
IN  THE  AREA 

Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Local  Authority 

Full  particulars  of  the  Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Council, 
Medical,  Sanitary  and  Clerical,  including  in  each  case  information  as 
to  their  special  diplomas  or  certificates  of  qualification  as  well  as  their 
offices  and  duties,  have  been  incorporated  on  page  at  the  beginning 
of  this  Report. 

Laboratory  Facilities 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Royal  Hampshire  County 
Hospital,  Winchester,  continued  to  undertake  the  bacteriological 
examination  of  pathological  material,  water,  sewage,  milk  and  other 
foodstuffs : serological  examinations  (other  than  that  of  Venereal 
Disease)  ; and  routine  examinations  of  milk  and  ice-cream  (phosphatase 
and  methylene  blue  tests).  These  services  were  extensively  used 
and  appreciation  is  recorded  of  the  co-operation  and  help  received  from 
the  Laboratory. 

The  services  of  the  Southampton  County  Borough  Analyst  were 
available  for  chemical  analyses  of  water,  sewage,  etc. 

Ambulance  Facilities 

The  Ambulance  Service  organised  by  the  County  Council  under 
the  provisions  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  continued  to 
operate  locally  from  a Sub-station  in  Leigh  Road,  under  the  administra- 
tion of  the  Main  Station  for  the  Central  Ambulance  Area  of  the  County 
at  Winchester.  The  effective  deployment  of  ambulances  within  the 
area  requires  that  movements  be  co-ordinated  by  the  Main  Station  to 
which  all  requests  should  be  directed  : — 

{a)  Advance  Bookings  ; Senior  Head  Driver,  Winchester  Ambu- 
lance Station,  Kingsley  Place,  Stanmore,  Winchester. 

{h)  Ambulance  Calls  : Telephone  Winchester  2536. 

(c)  Emergency  Calls  : Dial  999  asking  for  Ambulance  (arrange- 
ments have  been  made  with  the  telephone  service  to 
direct  such  calls  from  the  Borough  to  the  Winchester 
Station). 

Long  distance  journeys  are  arranged  through  the  County  Ambu- 
lance Officer,  The  Castle,  Winchester  (Telephone  ; Winchester  4411, 
extension  224). 
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Hospital  Car  Service. — The  transport  to  and  from  hospital  of  non- 
urgent, non-infectious  cases,  which  do  not  require  lifting  or  the  services 
of  an  ambulance,  may  be  arranged  through  the  Hospital  Car  Service 
(administered  jointly  by  the  Order  of  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade, 
British  Red  Cross  Society  and  Women’s  Voluntary  Service  as  agents  of 
the  County  Council)  on  application  to  the  hospital  which  the  patient  is 
to  attend. 


Domiciliary  Nursing  and  Midwifery 

The  Area  was  satisfactorily  covered  as  regards  both  nursing  and 
midwifery  services.  During  the  year  two  nurses  resident  in  Chandler’s 
Ford  were  providing  midwifery  and  general  nursing  services  there, 
while  two  midwives  and  three  whole  time  general  nurses  covered 
Bishopstoke  and  Central  Eastleigh. 


Health  Visiting 

The  area  was  covered  for  health  visiting  during  the  year  by  two 
health  visitors  working  solely  within  the  Borough  and  two  other  visitors 
working  part-time  within  the  Borough. 


Home  Help  Service 

During  the  year  there  has  been  a continuing  demand  for  help 
in  the  home,  mainly  from  the  aged  and  infirm  and  chronically  sick  and 
mainly  provided  at  modified  charges  or  without  charge. 

Application  for  help  should  be  made  to  the  Divisional  Organiser, 
Red  House,  Romsey  Road,  Eastleigh  (Telephone  ; Eastleigh  2558). 


Day  Nursery 

The  Day  Nursery,  Tankerville  House,  Romsey  Road,  continued 
to  maintain  places  for  50  children  during  the  first  half  of  the  year, 
admitted  in  the  following  order  of  preference  : 

(1)  Children  whose  mothers  are  obliged  to  work. 

(2)  Children  whose  mothers  are  ill  or  unable  for  some  special 

reason  to  care  for  them  themselves. 

(3)  Overcrowded  home  conditions. 

(4)  Children  suffering  from  some  disability  who  have  been 

especially  recommended. 

The  Nursery  closed  on  the  30th  June,  1957.  The  accommoda- 
tion released  initiated  a train  of  events  : — 

(1)  The  ground  floor  was  assigned  as  an  Occupation  Centre. 
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(2)  The  first  floor  was  converted  to  office  accommodation  for 

the  Clerk  to  the  Justices  and  the  Registrar  of  Births  and 
Deaths. 

(3)  The  transfer  of  these  offices  from  the  Health  Centre  at  the 

Red  House  enabled  the  whole  of  the  ground  floor  at  the 
Red  House  to  be  used  for  clinic  purposes.  It  thus 
became  possible  to  effect  the  long  awaited  transfer  of  the 
Child  Welfare  Centre  from,  and  the  closure  of,  the  North- 
brook Health  Centre  in  Chamberlayne  Road. 

(4)  The  introduction  of  a Daily  Minder  Scheme. 


Daily  Minder  Scheme 

In  July,  1957,  the  Hampshire  County  Council  inaugurated  a 
Daily  Minder  Scheme  whereby  eligible  mothers  could  place  children 
under  five  in  the  care  of  registered  daily  minders.  Eligible  mothers  are 
those  who  are  obliged  to  work  as  the  sole  or  main  supporter  of  the 
family,  those  who  are  certified  by  their  doctor  to  be  ill  or  unable  for 
some  reason  to  care  for  their  children,  or  where  it  is  certified  that  it 
would  be  in  the  interests  of  the  health  of  the  child.  Minders  are 
limited  to  the  care  of  two  children  and  when  so  engaged  are  paid  a 
registration  fee  by  the  County  Council  and  a maintenance  payment  by 
the  Mother  or  the  County  Council  in  necessitous  cases. 

Application  for  the  care  of  children,  or  to  be  registered  as  a daily 
minder,  should  be  made  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Health 
Department,  197,  Leigh  Road,  Eastleigh. 

Occupation  Centre 

In  September,  1957,  an  Occupation  Centre  was  opened  at 
Tankerville,  Romsey  Road,  for  the  daily  care  from  9.30  a.m.  to  3.30  p.m., 
Monday  to  Friday,  of  mentally  handicapped  persons  within  the  Borough 
and  surrounding  area.  Transport  to  and  from  the  Centre  is  provided. 
A charge  is  made  of  one  shilling  per  day  in  respect  of  the  mid-day  meal. 

Application  for  admission  should  be  made  to  the  County 
Medical  Officer,  The  Castle,  Winchester. 

Old  People’s  Welfare 

An  active  year  on  the  part  of  the  Eastleigh  Borough  Old  People’s 
Welfare  Committee  culminated  in  the  prospect  of  opening  an  All-Day 
Club  in  property  acquired  by  them  for  the  purpose  in  Romsey  Road. 

In  June,  following  upon  representations  previously  made  to  the 
County  Council  by  the  Borough  Council,  an  additional  officer  on  the 
Staff  of  the  County  Welfare  Officer  was  appointed  specifically  for  the 
care  of  old  people  in  the  Borough. 
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Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics

Hospitals 

General. — General  medical  and  surgical  hospital  services  have  as 
in  the  past  been  rendered  by  the  Royal  Hampshire  County  Hospital, 
Winchester,  the  Royal  South  Hants  Hospital,  Chest  Hospital,  General 
Hospital,  Eye  Hospital  and  Children’s  Hospital,  Southampton. 

Sanatoria. — Female  cases  were  accommodated  at  Hursley  Road 
Sanatorium,  Chandler’s  Ford,  male  cases  were  accommodated  at  The 
Mount  Sanatorium,  Bishopstoke,  and  children  at  The  White  House, 
Milford-on-Sea. 

Isolation. — Cases  requiring  hospitalisation  have  in  the  main 
been  accommodated  at  the  Victoria  Isolation  Hospital,  Winchester, 
and  the  Chest  Hospital,  Southampton.  Special  arrangements  were 
continued  in  respect  of  cases  of  poliomyelitis,  children  being  admitted 
to  the  Lord  Mayor  Treloar’s  Hospital,  Alton,  and  adults  to  the  Chest 
Hospital,  Southampton. 

Patients  requiring  hospitalisation  of  any  description  have  been 
placed  either  by  direct  arrangement  with  the  hospital,  or  via  the  Win- 
chester Bed  Service  (Telephone  No.  : Winchester  2261)  or  Southamp- 
ton Bed  Bureau,  (Telephone  No.  : Southampton  25117). 


Maternity  and  Nursing  Homes 

Hospital  Service. — Rookwood  Maternity  Home,  Allbrook, 
operates  as  a subsidiary  of  the  Maternity  Unit  of  the  General  Hospital, 
Southampton. 

Private. — No  private  Nursing  Homes  are  registered  under  the

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Byelaws 

Under  the  Borough  of  Eastleigh  Scheme,  1936,  it  was  enacted 
inter-alia,  that  all  Byelaws  made  before  1st  January,  1933,  ceased  to  be 
in  force  on  the  expiry  of  two  years  from  9th  November,  1936,  unless  pre- 
viously repealed  or  altered.  Accordingly,  the  following  Byelaws  were

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SECTION  III 


PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


Measles 

The  notified  cases  of  measles  in  1957  totalled  367,  rather  more 
than  double  the  number  in  1956.  While  this  level  is  well  below  the 
peak  levels  of  some  800  experienced  in  1941,  1945  and  1951,  it  continues 
to  be  the  most  prevalent  infectious  disease  of  childhood. 

Girls  were  affected  in  greater  numbers  than  boys  by  twenty-five 
per  cent.  A similar  disparity  in  incidence  between  the  sexes  was 
noted  in  1955,  while  in  1956  there  was  a lesser  predominance  in  boys. 

Cases  occurred  throughout  the  year  from  February,  after  a lapse 
of  three  months  from  the  end  of  the  1956  outbreak  ; —

and  continued  on  into  1958. 

A major  build-up  occurred  in  June  and  July,  with  a substantial 
hang-over  into  August  after  the  scholastic  year  ended,  mainly  occurring 
(42  cases)  in  the  Bishopstoke  area.  After  the  re-opening  of  schools  in 
September,  there  was  a secondary  build-up  in  the  Bishopstoke  area  to  a 
peak  level  in  November. 

The  relative  distribution  of  cases  in  the  various  wards  in  the  past 
three  years  is  shown  below  : —

The  preponderance  of  cases  in  the  Bishopstoke  area  is  due  to  the 
accumulation  of  susceptible  children  in  a new  housing  estate  which  was 
relatively  lightly  touched  by  the  1956  epidemic.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  incidence  in  Chandler’s  Ford  and  South  Wards  (which  between 
them  had  63  per  cent,  of  the  cases  in  1956)  was  comparatively  light. 
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The  proportion  of  cases  occurring  at  different  ages  is  tabulated 
below  for  the  last  three  years  and  for  the  last  major  epidemic  year  of

In  the  course  of  the  six  years  1951  to  1957,  there  has  become 
apparent  a decided  shift  in  the  proportions  of  children  affected  before 
and  after  entry  to  school.  In  1951,  49.8  per  cent,  of  cases  were  in 
children  under  the  age  of  five  ; in  1957,  the  figure  was  39.5  per  cent.  The 
proportion  of  children  over  the  age  of  five  showed  a corresponding  in- 
crease from  48.2  per  cent,  to  59.  4 per  cent.  This  could  well  be  a re- 
flection of  greater  segregation  by  mothers  of  their  younger  children 
from  sources  of  infection  in  their  playmate  and  in  their  elder  siblings. 
Continued  improvement  in  housing  conditions  has  also  afforded  better 
facilities  for  isolation  of  the  affected  child. 


No  death  was  attributed  to  measles. 


Whooping  Cough 

Only  eighteen  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified  during 
1957,  fewer  than  any  year  except  1947,  when  there  were  ten  cases.  In 
1956  there  were  139  cases  notified.  Such  a sharp  decline  in  incidence 
from  one  year  to  the  next  has  not  been  a characteristic  of  past  experi- 
ence ; for  example,  the  136  cases  in  1952  were  followed  by  90  cases  in 
1953  and  the  140  cases  in  1948  were  succeeded  by  90  cases  in  1949.  It 
may  well  be,  of  course,  that  more  cases  of  the  disease  did  in  fact  occur, 
but  were  so  mild  as  not  to  necessitate  the  calling  in  of  the  doctor,  or  were 
indistinguishable  from  a non-specific  infection  and  so  not  notified. 

Cases  occurred  between  January  and  July  as  under  ;

and  were  equally  divided  between  school  and  pre-school  children.  The 
totals  are  too  small  to  draw  valid  conclusions  from,  but  it  may  still  be 
noted  that  in  the  period  1948-52,  two  thirds  of  the  cases  were  in  pre- 
school children.  For  the  first  time,  no  cases  at  all  were  notified  in  the 
younger  age  groups  0-1  and  2-3. 
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Cases  were  confined  to  the  South,  West,  Bishopstoke  and  Chand- 
ler’s Ford  Wards  and  four  families  had  two  children  affected. 

No  death  was  attributed  to  whooping  cough. 

Whooping  Cough  Immunisation 

A scheme  for  Whooping  Cough  immunisation  was  inaugurated 
on  May  9th,  1955. 

The  County  Council,  being  the  Local  Health  Authority,  received 
Ministerial  approval  to  their  proposals  to  make  arrangements  for  im- 
munisation against  Whooping  Cough  and  consequently  undertakes  the 
supply  of  vaccines  and  financial  responsibility  for  the  operation  of  the 
scheme.  The  local  administration  of  the  scheme  is  devolved  upon  the 
district  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Stocks  of  Suspended  Pertussis  Vaccine  (i.e.  for  Whooping 
Cough  immunisation  alone).  Suspended  Diphtheria  Pertussis  Vaccine 
(i.e.  for  the  combined  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  and  Whooping 
Cough)  and  of  Triple  Antigen  (i.e.  for  the  combined  immunisation 
against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus)  are  held  at  the 
Health  Department,  197,  Leigh  Road,  and  are  available  to  practitioners 
in  the  area,  to  Child  Welfare  and  Immunisation  Clinics,  and  to  immu- 
nisation sessions  held  periodically  at  schools  in  association  with  the 
Diphtheria  immunisation  scheme. 

With  each  type  of  vaccine,  three  injections  at  intervals  of  at 
least  a month  are  required  to  effect  satisfactory  primary  immunisation. 

As  illustrated  in  the  report  for  1953  it  is  most  desirable  to  estab- 
lish an  immunity  reaction  as  early  as  possible  in  the  first  year  of  life. 
Immunisation  should  therefore  be  started  at  3-4  months  and  advantage 
taken  of  the  simultaneous  immunisation  against  diphtheria  and  tetanus 
available  in  the  Triple  Antigen  Vaccine,  when  this  is  practicable.  The 
Pertussis  vaccine  is  available  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  young  child  who 
has  previously  been  immunised  against  diphtheria  or  for  reinforcing 
previous  immunisation  against  whooping  cough. 

Information  is  now  being  sent  to  the  mothers  of  infants,  when 
the  infant  reaches  the  age  of  2|  months,  advising  them  of  the  facilities 
available  and  encouraging  them  to  take  advantage  of  these  facilities. 

The  effect  of  immunisation  is  to  put  the  bodily  defences  in  a state 
of  readiness  to  counteract  infection  by  the  micro-organism  responsible 
for  causing  the  disease.  Depending  upon  the  scale  and  vigour  of  the 
surprise  attack,  it  may  be  able  to  repel  the  attack  without  there  being 
any  disturbance  to  the  normal  health  or  it  may  succeed  only  in  delaying 
the  progress  of  the  attack  while  reserve  forces  are  called  up.  It  follows, 
therefore,  that  cases  of  whooping  cough  are  going  to  occur  in  children 
who  have  been  immunised  and,  equally,  that  this  does  not  mean  that 
such  children  have  derived  no  benefit  from  immunisation. 
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The  following  table  indicates  the  number  of  children  under  the 
age  of  five  who  are  known  to  have  been  immunised  against  whooping 
cough  at  the  end  of  the  year.

This  shows  a progressive  increase  in  the  number  of  children 
between  the  ages  of  one  and  five  who  had  been  protected  during  the 
past  five  years.  The  majority  of  children  continue  to  pass  their  first 
birthday  before  immunisation  is  completed. 


Scarlet  Fever 

The  incidence  of  scarlet  fever  continued  to  be  at  a low  level,  a 
total  of  six  cases  having  been  notified.  Three  primary  and  three 
secondary  school  children  were  affected  between  March  and  August. 


Puerperal  Pyrexia 

Twenty-one  instances  of  puerperal  pyrexia  were  notified  in 
nursing  home  patients,  distributed  sporadically  throughout  the  year. 
The  causation  of  the  pyrexia  was  attributed  to  :

Pneumonia-Influenza 

Despite  the  widespread  epidemic  of  Asian  influenza  during  the 
final  quarter  of  the  year,  only  three  cases  of  influenzal  pneumonia  are 
recorded.  It  is  perhaps  significant  that  these  were  all  in  the  young — 
two  children  of  4 and  5,  and  a young  woman  of  21. 

The  epidemic  developed  first  in  the  school  population  spreading 
rapidly  through  individual  schools  and  affecting  up  to  two-thirds  of 
the  pupils.  The  adult  population  were  also  extensively  affected,  but 
in  general,  the  elderly  appear  to  have  been  relatively  lightly  touched.

Erysipelas 

The  two  notifications  received  are  in  accord  with  recent  experi- 
ence of  this  disease,  the  annual  incidence  of  which  in  the  past  four  years 
has  varied  between  one  and  three. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum 

The  single  case  is  the  only  notification  in  the  past  five  years  of 
infection  of  an  infant’s  eye.  It  is  undoubted  that  during  this  period 
there  have  been  quite  a number  of  minor  infections,  but  these  were  not 
of  the  type  which  develop  to  the  sight-impairing  ophthalmia.  Pro- 
phylactic measures,  chemotherapy  and  antibiotics  have  virtually 
eliminated  this  disease  as  a cause  of  blindness. 

Poliomyelitis 

In  January  the  only  case  of  the  year  occurred  in  a child  of  four. 
Some  residual  paralysis  remained. 

Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

The  poliomyelitis  vaccination  scheme  launched  in  1956  made  but 
desultory  progress  during  the  year. 

The  year  began  with  a backlog  of  some  450  of  1956  registrations 
awaiting  vaccination  and  in  the  anticipation  of  larger  supplies  of  vaccine 
being  forthcoming,  the  opportunity  was  offered  to  general  practi- 
tioners to  vaccinate  their  own  patients.  The  offer  was  accepted  almost 
universally  by  practitioners  in  the  area : the  supply  situation,  for 
various  reasons,  did  not  improve  to  the  expected  degree. 

So  eight  months  passed  before  an  allocation  of  vaccine  was 
received  in  early  September  : a complementary  allocation  in  October 
allowed  of  the  immunisation  of  417  children  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

In  May,  the  age  groups  to  whom  registration  for  vaccination 
was  available,  was  extended  from  those  born  1947-1954  to  those  born 
1947-1956. 

The  year  ended  with  proposals  to  offer  vaccination  to  those  born 
1943-1957,  expectant  mothers  and  others  at  special  risk  by  the  summer 
of  1958.  To  achieve  this,  large  supplies  of  American  and  Canadian 
manufactured  vaccine  were  to  be  imported  subject  to  compliance  with 
British  Standard  tests. 

Food  Poisoning 

Of  the  six  cases  of  food  poisoning,  two  were  attributable  to 
salmonella  typi-murium  infection,  one  of  which  was  contracted  in 
London.  The  remaining  four  were  members  of  one  family,  the  origin 
of  whose  illness  it  was  not  possible  to  finally  determine.

Diphtheria 

Eleven  years  have  now  passed  since  the  last  case  of  diphtheria 
in  the  Borough. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation 

Facilities  for  diphtheria  immunisation  were  maintained  during 
the  year.  The  advent  of  poliomyelitis  vaccination,  in  addition  to 
B.C.G.  vaccination  of  thirteen-year-olds,  has  created  problems  in  or- 
ganising diphtheria  re-immunisation  sessions  at  schools  so  as  to  avoid 
conflict  between  the  various  immunisation  procedures.  This  is  likely 
to  continue  until  the  demand  for  poliomyelitis  immunisation  of  school 
children  is  satisfied. 

When  the  baby  is  2^  months,  each  mother  of  a baby  known  to  be 
in  the  area  is  acquainted  of  the  facilities  by  means  of  which  she  may 
have  her  baby  immunised,  and  is  urged  to  have  this  done  whether  by 
her  own  doctor,  at  the  Child  Welfare  Clinics,  or  at  a special  morning 
clinic  held  in  conjunction  with  the  School  Clinic.  Leaflets  and  Official 
Paid  Cards  supplied  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  are  utilised  in  this  con- 
nection. Where  the  mother  indicates  that  she  would  like  her  own 
doctor  to  perform  the  immunisation,  he  is  advised  so  that  he  can  make 
any  personal  arrangements  desired:  in  other  instances,  an  invitation  to 
one  of  the  clinics  is  extended. 

With  the  co-operation,  and  indeed  the  universally  willing  co- 
operation, of  Head  Teachers,  arrangements  are  made  to  hold  immunisa- 
tion sessions  at  each  school  periodically,  so  that  any  child  not  pre- 
viously immunised  may  be  immunised  and  so  that  previously  immunised 
children  may  have  their  immunity  reinforced  by  a single  injection — 
this  is  recommended  at  intervals  of  five  years  during  school  life.  Cards 
are  issued  to  parents  from  the  school  to  acquaint  them  of  these  facilities 
and  of  the  desirability  of  reinforcement  of  previous  immunisation,  and 
so  that  written  consent  is  obtained  before  any  child  is  injected.  Cards 
are  only  issued  to  those  known  to  be  due  for  reinforcement  or  in  respect 
of  whom  no  record  of  primary  immunisation  is  held. 

In  Table  (A)  are  set  out  the  numbers  of  children  immunised  and 
re-immunised  in  each  year  since  the  inception  of  the  scheme.  The 
number  of  children  under  five  primarily  immunised  corresponds  to  the 
average  number  effected  over  the  past  five  years.  Rather  fewer  children 
of  school  age  were  presented  for  primary  and  booster  immunisation. 

Table  (B)  shows  the  overall  numbers  of  immunised  children  in 
age  groups  and  distinguishing  those  who  have  been  immunised  or  re- 
immunised within  the  last  five  years  and  who  are  therefore  presumed  to 
have  an  adequate  level  of  immunity.  The  total  number  immunised 
or  re-immunised  within  the  previous  five  years  shows  a slight  increase 
as  compared  with  the  state  at  the  end  of  1956.  In  the  individual  age 
groups  a rather  poorer  response  was  achieved  in  infants  under  the  age 
of  one,  while  the  larger  drop  in  the  figures  in  the  age  group  5-9  was  sub- 
stantially due  to  the  transfer  to  the  oldest  age  group  of  more  heavily 
immunised  1947  born  children  than  their  1952  born  replacements.

There  was  a continuing  upward  trend  in  smallpox  vaccination 
generally.  Primary  vaccination  of  infants  showed  an  increase  of  five 
per  cent,  on  1956. 


B.C.G.  Vaccination 

The  B.C.G.  vaccination  of  thirteen-year-old  children  which  was 
inaugurated  in  1955  was  continued  during  the  year.  A further  170 
children  were  vaccinated. 
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Tuberculosis 

During  the  year  20  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  2 
new  cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  in  respect  of 
persons  normally  resident  in  the  Borough.  Information  was  also  re- 
ceived that  a further  10  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  1 case  of 
non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  had  moved  into  the  district  from  other 
areas. 


In  the  two  non-pulmonary  cases,  the  knee  and  neck  gland  re- 
spectively were  affected. 

The  age  and  sex  of  new  cases  within  the  Borough  is  shown  in  the 
table.  The  largest  number  of  both  male  and  female  cases  fell  within 
the  35-45  age  group. 

As  in  1956,  two  deaths  were  attributed  to  pulmonar}-  tubercu- 
losis. 


Continuing  a policy  of  giving  favourable  consideration  to  the 
rehousing  of  tuberculous  applicants,  four  such  cases  were  re-housed 
during  the  year.

Madam  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1957. 

The  work  of  the  Sanitary  Department  comprises  Sections  IV,  V 
and  VI  of  this  Report,  dealing  with  the  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the 
District,  Housing,  and  the  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food  respec- 
tively. 


The  completion  of  the  sewer  extensions  in  Hursley  Road  and 
Lakewood  Close,  Chandler’s  Ford,  and  the  proposed  extension  of  the 
Chickenhall  sewage  purification  works,  together  with  refuse  disposal, 
smoke  abatement,  rats  and  mice  destruction  and  the  use  of  caravans 
as  temporary  dwellings,  have  been  the  principal  sanitary  problems  dealt 
with  by  the  Council  during  the  year  1957  and  short  reports  on  these 
items  have  been  included  in  Section  IV. 

The  number  of  new  houses  built  within  the  Borough  during  1957 
was  330,  as  compared  with  423  in  1956.  The  number  of  houses  in- 
spected and  dealt  with  under  the  Public  Health  or  Housing  Acts  was 
220,  of  which  21  were  considered  for  demolition.  Seventy-three  appli- 
cations were  received  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Rent  Act,  1957,  which  came  into  operation  on  the  6th  July,  1957, 
sixty-six  of  which  were  granted.  Fourteen  applications  for  Improve- 
ment Grants  under  the  Housing  Act,  1949,  were  received  and  thirteen 
were  granted.  Further  details  of  the  housing  work  carried  out  are 
supplied  in  Section  V of  the  Report. 

The  number  of  pigs  slaughtered  at  the  Bacon  Factory  during 
1957  was  49,131,  which  is  an  increase  of  6,933  compared  with  last  year’s 
figure  of  42,198.  A full  report  upon  the  food  inspection  services  is 
included  in  Section  VI  of  this  Report.

(a)  Water 

Eastleigh  is  supplied  with  water  by  the  Southampton  Corpora- 
tion Waterworks,  and  I am  indebted  to  Mr.  C.  A.  Bradley,  B.Sc., 
M.I.C.E.,  A.M.I.Mech.E.,  M.I.W.E.  (Waterworks  Engineer  and  Man- 
ager), for  the  following  information. 

(i)  The  water  supply  to  the  Borough  of  Eastleigh  during  the 
year  1957  has  been  satisfactory  (a)  in  quantity  and  (b)  in 
quality. 

(w)  Regular  bacteriological  examinations  are  made  of  all  water 
supplied  by  the  Southampton  Corporation. 

All  water  from  the  Corporation’s  sources  of  supply  is  treated 
before  distribution. 

The  supply  to  the  Borough  of  Eastleigh  may  be  afforded 
from  any  one  or  more  of  the  three  following  sources  : 

Wells  in  the  chalk  at  Otterbourne. 

Wells  in  the  chalk  at  Twyford. 

River  Itchen  at  Otterbourne. 

After  treatment  the  waters  from  the  above  three  sources  are 
pumped,  as  required,  to  the  various  areas  supplied,  and 
separate  zones  of  supply  for  the  distribution  of  the  water 
from  each  source  are  not  maintained.  Samples  of  the 
treated  water  for  bacteriological  examination  are  taken  at 
various  points,  and  the  three  following  groups  of  samples 
are  submitted  as  covering  the  whole  of  the  supply  to  East- 
leigh, which  must  pass  through  one  or  other  of  the  following 
service  reservoirs  : 

Otterbourne  Reservoir. 

Twyford  Reservoir. 

Yew  Hill  Reservoir.

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Water  Supply 

All  inhabited  properties  within  the  Borough  are  provided  with  a 
supply  of  main  water,  the  last  well  in  the  area  which  was  used  to  supply 
water  to  three  cottages  at  Boyatt  being  closed  in  1956. 

(6)  Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  drainage  system  of  the  district  is  of  the  “Partl}'^  Combined” 
and  "Separate”  systems  and  the  whole  of  the  Borough  is  sewered  with 
the  exception  of  small  areas  in  "North  Stoneham,”  "Stoke  Common,” 
"Boyatt”  and  "Chandler’s  Ford,”  where  recent  partial  extensions  of 
the  sewerage  system  have  been  made  to  meet  the  needs  of  residential 
development  and  abolish  existing  cesspools.  With  the  extension  of  the 
foul  water  sewers  in  Hursley  Road  and  Lakewood  Close,  Chandler’s 
Ford,  which  were  completed  during  the  year  under  review,  main  drain- 
age facilities  have  been  made  available  for  a further  fifty  existing 
properties  during  the  last  two  years. 

Further  consideration  of  the  Chickenhall  Sewage  Purification 
Works  Extension  Scheme  occupied  the  Council’s  attention  during  the 
year,  when  detailed  plans  of  the  first  stage  of  the  proposals  were  sent 
to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government.

(c)  Closet  Accommodation 

The  greater  part  of  the  closet  accommodation  in  the  district  is 
on  the  water  carriage  system,  except  in  the  outlying  and  unsewered 
areas  where  there  are  about  ninety  houses  still  using  the  conservancy 
system.  Of  this  number,  fifteen  are  in  the  North  Stoneham  area  which 
has  recently  been  sewered.  Eighteen  are  scheduled  for  demolition  and 
thirty-seven  are  in  the  unsewered  portion  of  Stoke  Common,  the  re- 
mainder being  chiefly  farm  cottages.  At  the  end  of  the  year  under 
review,  eleven  houses  formerly  using  the  conservancy  system  had  been 
converted  to  the  water  carriage  system.

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{d)  Public  Cleansing 

As  in  former  years,  dry  house  refuse  is  removed  weekly  in 
mechanical  vehicles  and  disposed  of  by  tipping  at  a worked-out  sand-pit 
at  Fair  Oak.  The  face  of  the  tip  is  treated  during  the  summer  months 
to  prevent  nuisance  from  flies  and  crickets  and  the  Assistant  Rodent 
Officer  treated  the  Tip  in  February,  April,  July,  September  and  Novem- 
ber when  it  was  estimated  that  two  hundred  and  sixty-five,  sixty-two 
fifty-two,  forty  and  one  hundred  and  five  rats  respectively  were, 
destroyed. 

Three  complaints  were  received  during  May,  June  and  July, 
regarding  the  dumping  of  animal  offal  from  a local  slaughterhouse, 
which  it  was  alleged  caused  a nuisance  from  fly  and  rat  infestation. 
The  Officer-in-charge  of  the  Tip  was  experiencing  some  difficulty  at  the 
time  owing  to  petrol  rationing,  but  the  matter  was  cleared  up  and  no 
further  complaints  were  received. 

The  contents  of  pail  closets  are  collected  and  disposed  of  at  the 
Sewage  Works  for  filtration  and  the  contents  of  cesspools  are  collected 
by  mechanical  cesspool  emptiers  and  disposed  of  at  the  Sewage  Works 
or  in  a sewer.

During  1957,  seventy-nine  visits  were  paid  to  shops,  four  informal 
notices  were  served  and  none  complied  with. 

{k)  Smoke  Abatement 

Five  complaints  in  respect  of  smoke  emission  were  received 
during  1957. 

One  was  in  respect  of  the  burning  of  scrap  wood  in  a Box  Making 
Factory  which  has  since  closed  down.  Another  alleged  that  smoke  was 
emitted  from  a Garage  heating  stove  and  three  were  in  respect  of  smoke 
emission  from  a Laundry  chimney.  In  the  first  two  cases,  no  nuisance 
could  be  found  and  no  further  complaints  were  received.  With  regard 
to  the  Laundry,  the  owners  were  proposing  to  reduce  the  amount  of 
steam  plant  used  in  the  Laundry  and  replace  it  with  electrical  appli- 
ances and  this  work  was  under  way  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
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(/)  Rats  and  Mice 

The  systematic  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  in  the  Borough 
started  in  1944  under  the  old  1919  Rats  and  Mice  Destruction  Act,  and 
now  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949,  was  con- 
tinued throughout  the  year. 

During  the  course  of  the  year,  seven  complaints  were  received 
from  British  Railways  and  one  from  a Hotel  adjoining  the  Railway. 
This  latter  complaint  was  investigated  and  it  was  found  that  a section 
of  the  Railway  embankment  was  also  infested.  This  was  brought  to 
the  notice  of  the  Railway  authorities,  who  agreed  to  have  the  work 
carried  out  at  the  same  time  as  the  Hotel  and  thereby  adding  to  the 
efficiency  of  the  treatment. 

Sewers — 10  per  cent.  Test  Bait. — The  Ministry  had  for  some  time 
been  doubtful  as  to  the  efficiency  of  the  tests,  as  the  rats  in  some  in- 
stances had  some  distance  to  travel  before  finding  the  baits  and  when 
they  did,  it  was  too  sour  or  unpalatable  to  eat.  They  therefore  in- 
troduced a mould  inhibitor  called  Paranitrophenol  which  prevented  the 
bait  becoming  sour  or  mouldy,  thus  enabling  the  test  baits  to  remain  in 
the  manholes  for  six  to  eight  days  before  becoming  unpalatable.  Parani- 
trophenol was  used  for  the  test  baiting  of  the  sewers  in  1957  and  again 
“no  takes”  were  recorded  after  eight  days.  In  view  of  this  satisfactory 
test,  the  Ministry  advised  the  Council  that  a further  test  would  not  be 
necessary  until  April,  1960,  with  the  provisio  that  if  in  any  area  a heavy 
infestation  should  occur,  then  vertical  block  control  would  be  put  into 
action. 

Airport. — The  Council  were  approached  by  the  Divisional  Rodent 
Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  asking  if  the 
Borough  Rodent  Control  Staff  would  be  prepared  to  undertake  the 
work  of  keeping  the  Airport  free  from  rats  and  mice  on  behalf  of  the 
Ministry,  who  would  meet  the  cost  of  this  service.  It  was  agreed  to 
carry  out  this  work  and  the  Assistant  Rodent  Officer,  accompanied  by 
Mr.  Hitchins  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  visited 
the  Airport  on  the  30th  September  and  met  Mr.  S.  T.  Tipper,  the  Aero- 
drome Commandant,  to  make  the  necessary  arrangements  and  to  carry 
out  an  initial  survey.  It  was  arranged  with  Mr.  Tipper  that  all  com- 
plaints of  rats  and  mice  would  be  immediately  sent  to  the  Council  as  they 
arose  and  that  a periodical  check  would  be  made  on  the  out-lying  dumps, 
etc. 

Up  to  the  end  of  the  year  under  review,  it  was  found  necessary 
to  give  three  treatments  for  rats  which  were  successfully  carried  out. 

The  Council  were  also  asked  by  a large  Manufacturing  Firm  to 
undertake  the  task  of  disinfesting  their  premises  of  mice  and  provide  a 
regular  service  to  prevent  re-infestation.  This  work  was  also  under- 
taken. 

The  Council’s  Refuse  Tip  at  Fair  Oak  received  five  treatments  for 
rats  during  the  year  and  the  population  has  been  kept  down  to  a mini- 
mum and  co-operation  was  maintained  with  Winchester  Rural  District 
Council  to  treat  the  surrounding  areas. 
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Hampshire  No.  2 Workable  Areas  Committee. — An  invitation  to 
attend  a meeting  to  be  held  at  Fareham  on  the  12th  July,  1957  was  re- 
ceived from  the  Divisional  Rodent  Officer,  Reading,  and  representatives 
from  the  Borough  were  present.  Other  representatives  attending  were 
from  : Southampton,  Portsmouth,  Havant,  Petersfield,  Gosport,  Fare- 
ham,  Droxford,  Haslar,  the  Hampshire  Agricultural  Executive  Com- 
mittee and  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.  There  is  no 
doubt  that  these  meetings  serve  a very  useful  purpose  in  so  far  as  they 
enable  Local  Authorities  to  obtain  closest  liason  and  co-operation  where 
boundaries  meet.  It  also  enables  Local  Authorities  to  question  the 
Ministry  on  various  points  and  issues. 

The  Borough  is  divided  into  two  sections  for  the  purpose  of  rodent 
control,  each  section  being  allocated  to  one  of  the  Rodent  Operators. 
All  complaints  which  were  received  from  each  area  were  inspected  by 
the  Assistant  Rodent  Officer,  and  from  the  source  of  the  complaints 
blocks  were  built  up  and  systematically  treated  by  the  Operator  con- 
cerned. 


In  addition  to  the  above,  the  Assistant  Rodent  Officer,  with  the 
assistance  of  the  Rodent  Operatives,  enforced  the  provisions  of  the 
Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949,  in  premises  outside  the  scope 
of  the  Private  Dwellings  Scheme.  This  included  visits  to  the  Sewage 
Disposal  Works,  Refuse  Tip,  Council  Depot,  Business  Premises,  Fac- 
tories, Camps  and  agricultural  land.

(w)  Camping  Sites 

Fourteen  applications  to  erect,  station  and  use,  movable 
dwellings  on  various  sites  within  the  Borough,  were  considered  by  the 
Borough  Health  Committee  during  the  year.  Five  of  the  applications 
were  for  the  renewal  of  licences  granted  in  1956,  all  live  of  which  were 
renewed  for  a limited  period.  The  other  nine  were  fresh  applications, 
two  of  which  were  refused  on  the  grounds  that  the  proposed  sites  were 
unsuitable  for  camping  purposes,  being  waterlogged,  and  the  other 
seven  were  granted  for  a limited  period. 

In  November,  1956,  the  Council  decided  to  investigate  the  pos- 
sibility of  establishing  a Municipally-owned  caravan  site  within  the 
Borough.  Several  sites  were  considered  and  during  1957  visits  were 
made  to  sites  established  by  neighbouring  Authorities  before  a site  was 
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finally  chosen,  but  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  intimated  that  it  was  highly  unlikely  that  loan  sanc- 
tion would  be  forthcoming  at  that  time  to  finance  the  necessary  works 
and  the  matter  was  dropped.

Housing  Repairs 

Thirty-one  complaints  in  respect  of  housing  defects  and  dampness 
were  received  in  the  Public  Health  Department  during  1957.  As  in 


former  years,  all  these  complaints  were  investigated  by  the  Public 
Health  Officers  and  where  action  was  found  to  be  necessary  the  owners 
were  first  dealt  with  informally. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  encourage  owners  to  carry  out  essential 
repairs  to  their  property  and  fifty-five  informal  notices  were  served 
during  the  year  under  review.  In  twenty-one  cases  it  was  found  neces- 
sary to  resort  to  formal  action  and  work  in  default  of  the  owners  was 
executed  by  the  Council  in  three  instances. 

Certificates  of  Disrepair 

The  Rent  Act,  1957,  which  came  into  operation  on  the  6th  July, 
1957,  superseded  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954,  and  during 
the  period  under  review  some  144  visits  were  made  by  the  staff  in  carry- 
ing out  these  duties,  the  summary  of  which  is  shown  below  ;

Three  applications  were  received  for  the  cancellation  of  certifi- 
cates of  disrepair  issued  under  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act, 
1954,  of  which  one  was  granted  and  two  refused.  A second  applica- 
tion regarding  one  of  the  houses  in  respect  of  which  cancellation  of  the 
certificate  was  refused  was  subsequently  granted. 

Improvement  Grants 

During  the  year  1957,  fourteen  applications  were  considered  for 
Improvement  Grants  under  the  Housing  Act,  1949.  Twelve  of  the 
applications  were  from  owner-occupiers  and  two  from  the  landlords  of 
rented  houses.  Thirteen  of  the  applications  were  granted  and  one 
was  refused. 

Since  the  28th  June,  1954,  when  the  Council  decided  to  receive 
applications  for  grants,  fifty-seven  applications  for  Improvement 
Grants  have  been  considered  by  the  Improvement  Grants  Sub-Com- 
mittee, forty-five  of  which  were  granted  and  twelve  refused.  Forty- 
five  of  the  applications  were  submitted  by  owner-occupiers  and  twelve 
were  from  landlords  of  rented  houses. 

Slum  Clearance 

Chandler’s  Ford  and  North  Stoneham,  1956 

On  the  8th  March,  1956,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  submitted 
Official  Representations  in  respect  of  fifteen  houses  at  Oakmount  Road, 
Fryern  Hill,  Chandler’s  Ford,  and  six  houses  in  Magpie  Lane,  North 
Stoneham,  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  submitting  details  of  the 
individual  condition  of  the  houses  which  made  them  unfit  for  human 
habitation. 

The  properties  concerned  were  inspected  b}^  the  Sub-Standard 
Housing  Sub-Committee  on  the  26th  March,  1956,  following  which  the 
Council  resolved  that  nine  of  the  houses  in  Chandler’s  Ford  numbered 
1-9  (inclusive),  Winchester  Terrace,  Oakmount  Road,  Chandler’s  Ford, 
be  defined  as  the  “Winchester  Terrace  Clearance  Area,  1956’’  ; that  the 
three  houses  numbered  4-6  (inclusive).  Mount  Pleasant  Cottages,  Oak- 
mount Road,  Chandler’s  Ford,  be  defined  as  the  “Mount  Pleasant  Clear- 
ance Area,  1956’’  ; and  the  six  houses  numbered  7-17  (odd).  Magpie 
Lane,  Eastleigh,  be  defined  as  the  “Magpie  Lane  Clearance  .Area,  1956,’’ 
and  the  Council  proceed  to  deal  with  these  areas  by  way  of  Compulsory 
Purchase  0''ders. 
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A copy  of  the  Council’s  resolution  was  forwarded  to  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  and  on  the  27th  June,  1956,  the 
Ministry  replied  requesting  the  Council  to  proceed  with  the  making 
of  the  above-mentioned  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders.  In  September, 
1956,  the  Council  decided  to  apply  to  the  Minister  for  confirmation  of 
the  Purchase  Orders. 

No  objections  were  received  by  the  Ministry  in  respect  of  the 
above  Orders  and  the  premises  were  inspected  by  an  Officer  of  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  on  the  19th  November, 
1956,  the  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  being  confirmed  by  the  Minister 
without  modification  on  the  18th  February,  1957. 


Montague  Road  Clearance  Order,  1957 

On  the  11th  April,  1957,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  submitted 
an  Official  Representation  in  respect  of  Nos.  1-18  (inclusive),  Montague 
Road,  Bishopstoke,  Eastleigh,  and  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
submitted  details  of  the  condition  of  these  properties  and  of  their  unfit- 
ness for  human  habitation. 

The  properties  concerned  were  inspected  by  the  Sub-Standard 
Housing  Sub-Committee  on  the  1st  May,  1957,  following  which  the 
Council  resolved  that  the  area  containing  the  houses  numbered  1-18 
(inclusive),  Montague  Road,  be  defined  as  "The  Borough  of  Eastleigh 
(Montague  Road)  Clearance  Area,  1957,”  being  an  area  in  respect  of 
which  they  were  satisfied  that  the  houses  therein  were  unfit  for  human 
habitation,  that  the  most  satisfactory  method  of  securing  the  clearance 
of  the  area  is  by  ordering  the  demolition  of  the  buildings  in  the  area,  that 
a Clearance  Order  be  made  under  Section  26  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936, 
for  the  demolition  of  the  premises  and  that  the  Clearance  Order  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  for  con- 
firmation. 

A copy  of  the  Council’s  resolution  was  forwarded  to  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  on  the  25th  September,  1957,  and 
on  the  22nd  October,  1957,  the  Ministry  replied,  forwarding  the  list  of 
objections  to  the  Order  which  had  been  received  and  stating  that  it  had 
been  provisionally  arranged  for  a Public  Local  Inquiry  to  be  held  on  the 
20th  November,  1957. 

The  hearing  of  the  objections  was  held  in  the  Council  Chamber, 
Town  Hall,  Eastleigh,  on  Wednesday  the  20th  November,  1957,  at 
10.30  a.m.,  following  which  the  Ministry  Inspector  visited  the  area 
and  inspected  the  houses.

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SECTION  VI 

FOOD  HYGIENE 

Report  by  the  Chief  Pubhc  Health  Inspector 
(A)  MILK 


(1)  Supply  and  Distribution 

The  control  of  milk  production  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Min- 
istry of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  but  Local  Authorities,  whether 
or  not  they  be  Food  and  Drugs  Authorities,  control  the  processing  and 
distribution.  The  Hampshire  County  Council,  who  are  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Authority  for  this  area,  are  responsible  for  the  issue  of  Licences 
to  Pasteurise  and  Sterilise  Milk,  but  in  1950  the  County  Council  dele- 
gated its  powers  and  duties  under  the  INIilk  (Special  Designation) 
(Pasteurised  and  Sterilised  Milk)  Regulations,  1949,  to  the  Councils  of 
County  Districts. 

The  bulk  of  the  milk  sold  within  the  Borough  is  processed  by  two 
large  dairies,  in  both  cases  by  the  “High  Temperature  Short  Time 
Pasteurisation”  method. 

In  the  one  case,  the  milk  is  processed  and  bottled  at  the  firm's 
main  Southampton  premises,  the  Eastleigh  dairy  serving  as  a storage 
and  distribution  depot.  Milk  is  also  sterilised  and  bottled  at  the 
Eastleigh  premises  for  wide  distribution  including  a considerable  ship- 
ping trade. 

The  second  of  the  H.T.S.T.  Pasteurisation  dairies  in  the  Borough 
is  a “Federal”  Dairy  at  which  milk  is  processed  and  bottled  for  retail 
distribution  by  local  Co-operative  Societies  in  Eastleigh  and  Winchester. 

During  the  year,  a new  and  greatly  improved  Pasteurising  plant 
was  installed  by  the  Aluminium  Plant  and  Vessel  Co.,  Ltd. 

A third  dairy,  situated  in  Chandler’s  Ford,  processes,  bottles  and  re- 
tails milk  pasteurised  by  the  “Holder”  method. 

The  only  raw  milk  sold  in  the  Borough  is  farm  bottled  “Tuber- 
culin Tested”  milk,  distributed  by  the  three  dairies  from  various  farm 
sources.

(3)  Milk  Sampling,  etc. 

Routine  sampling  of  the  various  milks,  clean  bottles,  detergents 
and  rinse  waters  was  carried  out  during  the  year.  Samples  are  trans- 
ported in  an  insulated  container  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Winchester,  where  they  are  submitted  to  bacteriological  examination 
free  of  charge. 

(a)  Pasteurised  Milk 

During  the  year  one  hundred  and  fourteen  samples  of  Pas- 
teurised Milk  were  taken,  and  all  but  one  were  found  to  be  satisfactory 
upon  analysis.  The  defaulting  sample  complied  with  the  methylene 
blue  test  but  failed  the  phosphatase  test,  indicating  inadequate  heat 
treatment.  After  repeated  check  samples  were  taken,  and  after  careful 
scrutiny  of  procedure  at  the  dairy,  the  fault  was  traced  to  a very  small 
but  important  discrepancy  in  the  start-up  routine  at  the  beginning  of 
the  day’s  working.  The  matter  was  rectified  and  subsequent  samples 
proved  quite  satisfactory. 

(&)  Sterilised  Milk 

This  milk  is  produced  at  one  of  the  dairies  and  is  processed  in 
special  bottles  which  are  hermetically  sealed. 

Twenty-eight  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  and  all  com- 
plied with  the  turbidity  test. 

(c)  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk 

All  dairies  receive  this  milk  already  bottled  from  the  farms,  but 
there  is  also  a considerable  amount  of  bulk  Tuberculin  Tested  milk 
which  is  treated  as  ordinary  milk  and  is  processed.  The  primary  re- 
sponsibility for  the  standard  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  rests  with  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  but  the  Local  Authority 
have  power  to  take  samples.  Twenty-eight  samples  of  farm  bottled 
milk  were  taken,  one  of  which  failed  the  prescribed  Methylene  Blue  Test. 
The  Ministry  were  communicated  with,  apparently  with  the  desired 
effect,  as  subsequent  samples  from  the  farm  in  question  proved  to  be 
quite  satisfactory. 

{d)  Bottle  Washing  and  Filling  Plants 

Both  of  the  large  dairies  have  mechanical  bottle  washing  and 
filling  machines  in  which  the  returned  bottles  are  loaded  at  one  end  and, 
after  undergoing  cleansing  and  sterilising  treatment,  emerge  at  the  other 
end  to  be  automatically  filled  with  milk.  At  the  Chandler’s  Ford  dairy 
the  bottles  were  hand  washed,  and  the  care  taken  is  reflected  in  the 
satisfactorv  results  obtained. 
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Clean  bottles,  in  batches  of  six,  are  regularly  tested  for  sterility 
at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  in  accordance  with  the  following 
standard  : 

Mean  Bottle  Count,  reckoned  as  per  pint  bottle  : 


Not  more  than  600  Satisfactory 

Over  600,  but  less  than  2,000  Fairly  Satisfactory 
Over  2,000  Unsatisfactory 


Ninety-five  bottles  were  examined  and  of  these  eighty-nine  were 
reported  as  “Satisfactory”  and  six  as  “Fairly  satisfactory.”  In  ad- 
dition to  bottle  sampling,  routine  samples  were  also  taken  of  the  deter- 
gents and  rinse  waters  used.  Sixteen  samples  of  detergent  and  twenty- 
six  samples  of  rinse  water  were  taken  and  were  found  to  be  generally 
satisfactory.  The  hot  rinse  sections  receive  chlorination  in  order  to 
prevent  the  growth  of  organisms  in  the  rinse  water,  but  the  final  cold 
rinse  is  from  the  main  water  supply. 

(B)  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS

house Board,  which  carries  out  the  duties  of  the  local  authority  in  rela- 
tion to  the  provision  of  public  slaughter-houses  and  slaughtermen  and 
ancillary  matters  in  conjunction  with  other  local  authorities  in  Southern 
Hampshire.  The  Board  licensed  one  private  slaughterhouse  in  the 
Borough  during  the  year,  namely  that  situated  at  the  Bacon  Factory 
of  Messrs.  Harris  (Eastleigh)  Ltd.,  a subsidiary  of  Messrs.  Harris  (Caine) 
Ltd. 


In  addition  to  the  daily  slaughtering  and  processing  of  a large 
number  of  home-bred  pigs  at  Messrs.  Harris’s  Factory,  there  is  also  a 
considerable  trade  in  the  smoking  of  imported  bacon. 

No  small  goods  or  canned  goods  are  manufactured  on  the  site, 
but  the  premises  include  a wholesale  store  from  which  are  despatched 
canned  goods  for  the  retail  trade  in  the  South  and  South  East  of 
England.

(3)  Diseased  or  Unsound  Meat  and  Food 

Both  traders  and  the  public  seek  advice  regarding  suspected  food 
and  during  the  year  one  hundred  and  fifty-five  such  requests  were  made 
by  traders,  whilst  complaints  from  the  public  numbered  eleven.  The 
food  is  examined  immediately,  and  there  was  no  necessity  to  institute 
legal  proceedings  in  respect  of  any  unsound  foodstuffs  sold  or  exposed 
for  sale  within  the  Borough. 

In  addition,  judgment  was  given  and  surrender  accepted  in 
respect  of  the  animals  examined  in  the  course  of  the  daily  work  at  the 
Bacon  Factory.  The  various  diseased  or  unsound  conditions  are 
detailed  in  the  following  tables.  All  surrendered  foodstuffs  were  dis- 
posed of  under  the  supervision  of  the  Department.

The  County  Council  are  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  within 
the  Borough  and,  as  such,  take  routine  samples  of  food  and  drugs  for 
the  purpose  of  detecting  adulteration. 


(6)  Registered  Premises 

The  number  of  premises  registered  under  Section  16  of  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  is  as  follows  :

Note. — Owing  to  the  numerous  factors  governing  the  hygienic 
quality  of  ice-cream  and  to  the  experimental  error  of  the  laboratory 
itself,  it  is  unwise  to  pay  too  much  attention  to  the  bacteriological  results 
on  any  given  sample.  Judgment  should  be  based  rather  on  a series  of 
samples.  It  is  suggested  that  over  a six-monthly  period  50  per  cent, 
of  a vendor’s  samples  should  fall  into  Grade  I,  80  per  cent,  in  Grades  I 
or  II,  not  more  than  20  per  cent,  into  Grade  III,  and  none  in  Grade  IV. 


It  is  further  suggested  that  if,  out  of  the  four  grades  recom- 
mended, ice-cream  consistently  fails  to  reach  Grades  1 or  2,  it  would  be 
reasonable  to  regard  this  as  indicating  defects  of  manufacture  or  of 
handling  which  call  for  further  investigation. 

It  will  be  noted  that  samples  of  the  ice-cream  manufactured 
within  the  Borough  gave  unsatisfactory  results. 
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In  the  case  of  the  first,  and  worst,  group  of  unsatisfactory 
samples,  resort  was  made  to  the  sampling  of  the  ice-cream  mix  at 
various  stages  throughout  its  manufacture.  By  this  means,  it  was 
possible  to  rule  out  any  question  of  inadequate  heat  treatment.  How- 
ever, a mechanical  defect  was  discovered  in  the  compressor  which  re- 
sulted in  inadequate  pre-cooling  of  the  mix  prior  to  freezing,  thus  ren- 
dering the  operation  of  pasteurisation  incomplete.  The  mechanical 
fault  was  remedied,  and  in  an  effort  to  obviate  any  recurrence,  an 
additional  indicating  thermometer  was  installed.  Subsequent  check 
samples  proved  satisfactory.  Nevertheless,  the  satisfactory  outcome 
in  this  case  cannot  in  any  way  justify  any  feeling  of  complacency,  and 
the  factory  in  question  demands  extremely  close  supervision. 
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
